Dear Fellow Dentists: 


AFTER THE PREPARATION IS DONE, the tooth should be 
washed with warm water, dried, painted with resin chloro-— 
form varnish, and dried again. This is important, as it 
not only makes the tooth less sensitive, but it prevents 
dentine from absorbing, lessens thermal shock, prevents 
irritation by cements, and helps the patient to be more 
comfortable. 


IT SHOULD BE EXPLAINED NOW that the worst is over, 
and that the work to be done is much easier. This 
relieves the patient’s mind of a lot of anxiety. It seems 
to the patient that, with so much grinding, the tooth 
must be nearly destroyed, and often such remarks as "Is 
any of the tooth left?" are made. This provides an 
opportunity to receive full value and appreciation for 
the hard work done by showing the patient how little of 
the tooth is destroyed. 


ONE MAY AT THIS TIME EXPLAIN the advantages of 
Keeping the tooth alive. Compare the Jacket Crown with an 
old pivot or dowel pin tooth, which necessitated destroy— 
ing the whole tooth crown. This little talk should be 
done before the crown is placed, because after it is 
cemented, the patient may confuse it with the old pivot 
crown. There is a great deal in having the patient 
understand, in a general way, what is done and why. This 
makes for good will and then the patient feels more 
like paying, too.

EePIiORIAL 


OUR DUTY—SPRINGFIELD 


There are certain milestones along the way of life, as has many times been said, 








where we should stop and get our bearings. Impetuous youth eager to finish the 
race ere it has hardly begun, often rushes by the markers and when far along 
realizes he has missed the essentials, and the weary backtracking is a dishearten- 
ing task. 

Duty is a hard master, but often fructifies our endeavors through its discipline. 
When duty calls it is fortunate if we feel like obeying; and if we object, that is no 
reason for not doing it.

And is this a false alarm, a cry out of the darkness of an over-imaginative 
mind? Do we not, even now hear the rumblings, possibly some distance off, but 
yet portentous? 

Need we mention such things as the dole, corporate, state and industrial 
medical and dental insurance, the lowering of our ideals where competition is not 
measured in culture, intelligence and ability, but by the dollar sign? Do we have 
to emphasize the untoward condition of our profession in other countries that has 
been forced into the indignity by state or corporation, or being a snivling hireling 
at the option of politicians or a Board of Directors? And what, pray you, has all 
this to do with our Annual State meeting? Just this: we have taken an oath, legal 
or moral, as you wish, to uphold the best traditions of our profession. The torch 
held high by those whose names we revere and whose lives were a constant enthusi- 
asm, shall not, must not, be quenched. 

We must by centralizing our numbers at these meetings become unified. We 
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must uphold in all righteousness the sacredness of our calling, so that greed, or 
desire for power or place shall not dethrone the highest aspirations of a group who 
are taking a large part in the upbuilding for the solidarity of our nation. 

Men of Illinois, gird yourselves with strength for the Armageddon of our 
profession !

GEORGE EASTMAN 


To George Eastman, known the world over for his work in bringing to 





perfection the photographic film, and other processes peculiar to this line of en- 
deavor, the healing professions owe to his memory, now that he is gone, far more 
than can ever be repaid. Surely can it be said of him, that he was both servant 
and master, and took the keenest delight in the furtherance of his services to 
mankind. 

In this short article we are concerned with his contributions to dentistry, both 
in this country and in Europe. 

The earlier years of his career were devoted energetically to business and the 
romance of the upbuilding of the company that will always bear his name is well 
known, but as soon as success was achieved he turned to travel, music, art and 
philanthropy and it was the rare combination of love for beauty, art, music and 
culture and his remarkable hard headed business sense that distinguished him. The 
following few words are from one of his rare speeches: “What you do in your 
working hours determines what you have; what you do in your leisure hours 
determines what you are.” And the motto on the Eastman Theatre of Rochester, 
New York, “For the enrichment of community life,” perhaps summed up _ his 
whole philosophy of life. 

In the death of George Eastman the dental profession has lost a great friend 
and_ benefactor. 

The magnificent gift to Boston and dentistry at large by the Forsythe brothers 
in 1916 stirred the humanitarian interests of George Eastman, and found its 
expression a few years later in a similar clinic at Rochester, New York. 

In a letter to a prominent philanthropist of Philadelphia in 1927 Mr. Eastman 
made the following statement, after his original gift of $2,500,000 which built 
and endowed the Rochester Dental Dispensary: ‘My experience with the 
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Rochester Dental Dispensary here of almost eleven years had convinced me that 
money spent in giving the children of the poor good teeth earns greater results 
per dollar spent in health, happiness and efficiency than if spent in any other way.” 

His later gifts showed a constant, deep interest, and firm belief in the value 
of dental service for children. His benefactors were many and have stimulated 
other people to follow his unselfish example. 

His life was singularly lonely despite his many interests and he wearied toward 
the end.

His long and useful life, devoted to community welfare and to mankind at 
large, his known benefactions of over $70,000,000.00, marked him as one of the 
country’s great philanthropists. Life can never be measured in terms of money. 
It finds its enrichment in service. 

George Eastman came into the world poor. He left it an ennobling heritage 
of wealth, fadeless, bright as the sun at day’s meridian. The pinnacle had been 
reached. “Why wait?” 

Dentistry’s wreath of Immortelles rests lovingly over the place where he sleeps.
